Liberal Chief Hears Re- 
cord of Community's 


Self-Support Plan 


TABER, Aug 13. — Standing 
knee-deep in lush vegetable gar- 
dens here Saturday, W. R. Howson, 
K.C., Alberta Liberal leader, was 
told the story of how this small 
community tackled and overcame 
its local unemployment problem. 
Bryan L. Cooke, K.C.. was guide 
and narrator, and Mr. Howson 
munched appreciatively at a per- 
sonally plucked raw carrot as he 
listened, and looked around upon 
acres of garden plots in whicn 
every conceivable kind of truck 
and fruit ripened toward its har- 
vest 

In 1931 Taber, with a total popu- 


lation of 1200 found 95 families 
upon its relief rolls, and it also 
had a big block of forfeited lots 


taken over for tax arrears. Those 
reverted tax lots are now the finest 
truck gardens in southern Alberia 
and from them the 95 heads of 
families raise sufficient variety of 
j}{ood for their own domestic needs 
‘and in addition many realize as 
much as $125 a year cash from pro- 
duct sales, 

It was done, said Mr. Cooke, by 
the local authorities plowing-up 
the tax lots into acreage which was 
bounded by a higher-level irriga- 
tion ditch upon adjoining property. 
Water, when needed, is thus easily 
secured for the relief gardens with- 


out cost. Seeds were contributed, 
the garden acréage was plotted 
and those who desired found 


everything ready for their produc- 
tive labor. 


BUILD CANNERY 

Coincident with this scheme was 
arranged construction of a local 
vegetable cannery. Peas do well 
here, farmers this year averaging 
$50 an acre for peas plus $25 an 
acre for their vine feed 


Cannery construction was made 
possible, said Mr. Cooke, by the

Fats And Oils 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


All fats and oils are members of the hydro- 
carbon group. They contain carbon, hydrogen 
and oxygen, the same as the carbohydrates such 
as starch and sugar. The main difference lies 
in the small amount of oxygen which makes the 
fats combine readily with more oxygen, thus 
releasing a large amount of 
heat in the body when fats 
are used’ for food. Fats and 
oils are chemically about the 
same, except that oils melt at 
a lower temperature. 

Those fats used for food 
come from both the animal 
and vegetable kingdoms. This 
type of food is easily assim- 
ilated, being digested entirely 
in the small intestine. North- 
ern races, including the Eski- 
mos, consume large quantities of fats, as a great 
deal of fuel food is necessary for protection 
against the cold. Such foods are of course, less 
needed by those living in temperate or tropical 
regions, but, whenever used in the proper 
amounts, the fats are a far more efficient fuel 
and energy food than are the carbohydrates. 

One-sixth of the normal body 
made up of fat; this is deposited through almost 
all of the tissues, as well as being found in lay- 
ers in various parts. The fat of the body is pro- 
duced from fatty foods consumed, as well as 
being formed from carbohydrates whose ele- 
ments are re-arranged to form fat when the 
food supply is deficient in fats and oils. 


A list of the most important wholesome fats 
and oils includes all of the following: Butter, 
cream, margerine, olive oil, peanut oil, cotton- 
seed oil, corn oil, almond oil, cod liver oil, and 
sesame oil. In addition to these, there are many 
others which are healthful 

BUTTER—Since the earliest primitive time, 
butter has been the source of one of man’s best 
fats. Because of its economy of production, 
cow's milk is now the principal source of butter 
fat in practically every civilized country. Cow’s 
butter contains more ofthe fat soluble vitamin 
“A” than any other food,

food for children, and they should be en- 


couraged to use a reasonable amount daily 

I suggest the use of butter Melba Toast 
and also as a seasoning for cooked non-

CREAM—Ordinary cream contains from 15 
to 20 per cent of butter fat, while “whipping” 
cream has more water removed by centrifugal 
separation and contains from 40 to 50 per cent 
of fat. The main difference between milk and 
cream, is in the amount water contained 
The butter fat of cream is one of the best fuel 
foods, and many who find that they dislike the

|A Day in Canadian History 


On th's date in 1842, Colonel 
James Kerby, collector of customs 
at Fort Erie, wrote to Francis 
Hincks, appealing for government 
protection against those who sued 
him because of his actions as an 
officer of the crown. 

Colonel Kerby had done valiant 
service in the war of 1812-14 and 
during rebellions of 1N7-38 
and had been rewarded with the 
office of collector of customs op- 
posite Buffalo. But instead of 
being the sinecure supposed, it was 
really an office with many wor- 
ries, for Kerby, who had seized 
smuggled goods in his official 
capacity, was sued in his private 
citizenship for damages and was 
freely mulcted in damages and 
costs 

He told Hincks: “All these peo- 
ple are destitute of principle and 
all are bankrupts. Their object 
has been to seek my ruin. I acted

fearlessly to the best of my hum- 
ble ability in the just protection 
of the rights of the crown. I have 
been made a sacrifice to the ‘grati- 
fication of these people, when I 
know and feel that government, 
in justice to me as a faithful ser- 
vant, ought to support me and 
bear me out. The sheriff has 
served two executions upon me 
for £184, and I pray that hi. ex- 
cellency the governor general will 
not see my little earnings sacri- 
ficed to the hammer, to the mor- 
tification of my poor family, but 
allow me to satisfy the sheriff's 
claims out of the revenue arising 
from, seizures and duties on im- 
ports at this port.” ° 


It is not known whether the

Put Burden Squarely 
On Shoulders Those 
Able To Meet Levies 


Liberal Candidate Declares, 
Party Pledged That, 
Homes Shall Not be Lost 
By Reason of Owner’s 
Inability to Pay. 


How needful it is there should 
be a radical change in the system 
of taxation was stressed by Jack 
Marshall, Liberal candidate, 
when addressing a meeting at 
Victoria High School en Mon- 
day night. 

The speaker insisted that the 
burden of taxation should be 
placed on the shoulders of those 
able to pay and not accumulated 
against those who are temporar- 
ily incapable of meeting such 
levies. 

He reminded his hearers that the 
Liberal platform pledged that dur- 
ing the continuance of the depres- 
sion homes shall not be lost by 
reason of the owner's inability to 
pay debts or taxes 


CHANGE IN SYSTEM 
“This does not mean a debt post- 


ponement,” said Mr. Marshall, “but | 
instead a change in the basis of} 


taxation so that an income tax or 
another more equitable method of

People should not be taxed out 
of their homes in order that money 
might be used to satisfy obligations 
payable to others who do not 
shoulder a fair share of the depres- 
sion burdens.”

A lower- 
ing of the license fee with an in- 
creased tax on gasoline users would 
result in more motor traffic and a 


more equitable distribution of the | 


levy.” 

In regard to gasoline and other 
petroleum products, everyone re- 
alized that the retail price of oil in 
Alberta is out of reason and out of 
line with the retail prices in other 
parts of Canada, declared Mr. Mar- 


shall. Fuel oil should be consid-j 


ered as a public nec usity and if 
necessary the government must step 
in and see that the consumers get 
a fair deal ;
